Moderate anti-free-coinage men here regret 
the action of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce in deciding to ask for the repeal of 
the present Silver Purchase iaw. The unlim- 
ited silver lunacy spreads fast enough 
by contact when the Congressmen 
come together. A committee from 
New York on the ground actually asking 
hostile legislation will start the contagion 
at once. Bank President Coe, ex-Mayor 
Hewitt, and Carl Schurz may be wide enough 
apart in their. politics to show that there is 


with too much silver will only have a harder 
ime in standing out against the popular 
clamor. 

The House will pass a Free Coinage bill by 
a large majority under any circumstances. 
That is bound to come, but it can be put off 
longer if the New-Yorkers will be kind enough 
to keep their committee at home. It is recog- 
nized among the members who have fought 
the stump-tail silver at every step that the 
Sherman act was the only stopping-place 
short of free coinage. It was a compromise, 
and was only gotten through with great diffi- 
culty and by appeals to party loyalty among 
the Republicats, who were in the majority in 
both branches of Congress. This winter there 
will be no such restraining force. The major- 
ity of the House is for free coinage. It will 
be willing to oblige the New York Chamber 
of Commerce by repealing the law and then 
enacting one for unlimited coinage. 

There are signs that the Treasury officials 
do not think the New York business-men have 
helped the cause of sound currency. In the 
first place asking the repeal of the law as- 
sumes that it has not worked well. This the 
Treasury aces not admit. The belief is that, 
in the main, the act has been a success. In 
the second place agitation for a repeal keeps 
the department busy explaining just what has 
been done and what may yet be done if there 
is no further legislation. But what with one 
set of people demanding that silver coinage 
bestopped and’ another set insisting that it 
must goon without ‘imit, it = impossible to 
forecast any policy for the future. 

Working of the Sugar Bounty. 

Deputy Internal Revenue Commissioner Wil- 
son is back from the South. He went to 
Louisiana to see the sugar bounty regulations 
put in force, It was claimed some of the 
planters wanted the government to let them 
weigh the barrel staves and hoops as well as 
the sugar in putting in their claims for the 
bounty. 

“That was not true,” said Mr. Wilson this 
evening. “The irterests of the planters in 
seeihg the law fairly and honestly carried out 
are identical with the interests of the govern- 
ment, and they have gone about the work in 
that spirit. There was some misunderstanding 
at first as to the operations of the law, but that 
was cleared up, and when I came away every- 
thing was working smoothly. 

**f gee no reason to change the opinion that 
the amount of bounty called for in the cane- 
growing region, which takes in part of Texas 
and Florida as wel! as Louisiana, will not ex- 
ceed $9,500,000. The law is going to have a 
good effect in more ways than one. Part of 
the force of weighers and samplers is :nade up 
of colored men. I was surprised to see how 
many of the planters asked for them.

Bund bore a scaffold of roses and pinks with a 
noose of ferns upon which was inscribed in 
German: “Though dead they yet live: long 
live Anarchy!’ The Lassalle Frauenvereia 
laid upon the grave acrown of roses and 
pinks with the inscription: ‘Our Martyrs; 
they died for us all.” A wreath of roses 
carried by the Central Labor Union was ded- 
icated *‘to those who fell in the strife for free- 
dom and in the endeavur to free the working 
people from slavery.”’ The singing societies 
carried a large banner. On one side were the 
pictures of Parsons, Spies, Lingg, Engel, and 
Fischer, on the other were written the last 
words uttered by Spies on the scaffold: ‘“*My 
silence is more terriblethan my speech.” A 
smaller banner was also carried by the same 
society. On one side was painted a scaffold, 
on the other: “Murdered but not Dead.” 

M. Schmiedinger called the assemblage to 
order and, after the Mannerchor had sung 
“For Truth and Right,”’ said: 

**T open the fourth memorial service for our 
murdered heroes who sleep under the sod 
yonder. Every year for four “years we have 
gathered here to do them reverence, and to- 
day their memory 1s not less fresh and their 
example not less strong than it was four years 
ago. It gives me pleasure to introduce to 
you Henry Weissman.”’ 

FKditor Weisaman’s Speech. 
OMr. Weissman is an energetic speaker. He 
spoke in English and his utterances were as 
revolutionary as they well could have been. 
He carried his audience with him and each 
anarchistic sentiment was vigorvusly ap- 
plauded. He said: 7 

You have gathered here today in spite of the 
threatening weather to do honor to the memory 
of the men who died in the struggle for liberty. 
By your presence here you say to all the world 
that in spite of a capitalistic press, in spite of a 
skulking clergy, in spite of a lukewarm and 
treacherous portion of your fellow-workmen, in 
spite of the loud assertions of capital to the con- 
trary, nothing for which our heroes died has been 
lost. The cause is yet strong and we have not 
abated one iota of our determination to achieve 
our liberty. Let us tell the world that we hold 
dear the legacies left us by men tike Albert Par- 
sons and his comrades, and that the revolutionary 
spirit of the working people is not dead. 

The murder of these men has forged together 
the working people of the world. In every coun- 
try their memory is venerated. They facea the 
power of unscrupulous and soulless capital: the 
sneers and misrepresentations of a lying press. 
The maudlin sentimentality of a corrupt clergy 
had no power overthem. Their faces were set 
fixedly toward the right; they died like men of 
power. 

They strdggied in the interest of human liber- 
ty. They were of humble birth and were reared 
in poverty. They knew what it was to labor and 
be robbed of their earnings. They saw that the 
so-called reformers advised the working people to 
go to the polls and depend upon some 
pot-house politician for redress of their 
g: ievances, and that such efforts were futile. They 
saw capital, using the awful power of the al- 
mighty dollar, by falsehood and treachery bring 
to naught all efforts to alleviate the condition of 
the working people, They saw that the only pos- 
sible relief for the labor class from the oppres- 
sions of capital was to take to arms. They coun- 
seled this. They did it fully understanding the 
position they were in. They knew that they were 
at the helm and must stand as sacrifices for the 
cause of liberty. Fellow-workmen, capital is 
as strong today as then; the clergy is as weak, 
and “ to arms”’ 1s the only recourse now as it was 
then for the oppressed workingman.

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An Admirer of a Heroic Missouri Woman 
Leaves Her a Legacy of $50,000. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. &—{[Special.}—It 
was learned tonight that Mrs, Anna Brown, 
formerly Mrs. Anna Carmichael of Lathrop, 
Mo., and at present a nurse in:a charitable in- 
stitution of this city, had been made 
a beneficiary recently: in the will of 
John Morris, a wealthy bachelor of 
Johnson County, Mo., who died and 
bequeathed her $50,000. About eighteen 
months ago the little town of Lathrop, Mo., 
was the scene of a temrnperance crusade. The 
women marched in force on the saloons and 
wrecked them. .Many arrests followed from 
time to time, and charges of disturb- 
ing the peace were preferred in 
many instances against the women who 
did the work. There were trials 
and the charges were not sustained. Mrs. 
Carmichael, wife of a minister of the gospel, 
led the women and much hoatility was aroused 
against her. The feeling grew intensely bitter 
and the final outcome of this enmity appeared 
when the Rev. J. M. Carmichael applied for 
and obtained adivorce. Then Mrs. Carmichael 
had her named changedto Brown and came to 
St. Louis. Among the many who felt that she 
was a victim of persecution was John Morris. 
He had read the published accounts of . her 
troubles, and when he died and his will was 
opened it was found that he had left $50,000 to 
her, believing, as he said, that she was an “ in- 
nocent and persecuted woman.’”’ Mr. Morris 
in his last testament said that while he had 
never met Mis. Brown he knew her family. 


BLANCHARD IS ARRESTED IN MAINE. 


The President of the Kansas City Bank 
Taken into. Custody at Augusta. 

Aveusta, Me., Nov. 8.—[Special. ]—Albert 
E. Blanchard, President of the Maine Bank- 
ing company of Kansas City, Mo., was ar- 
rested in this city yesterday for embezzle- 
ment. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Nov. 8.—[Special. ]—In- 
formation was received here today that A. E. 
Blanchard, the missing President of the 
Maine Banking company in this city, had been 
arrested in Augusta, Me.,on the charge of 
forgery. and upon paying $210 to his victim 
was released. The stockholders of the bank 
now want him on the charge that he has de- 
ceived them in relation to the securities of the 
bank and tney are afraid that he will now be 
hard to locate. It is the general 
belief here that the secunties Blanchard may 
have in his possession are worthless, and that 
the stockholders will realize nothing from 
them. Blanchard has been located in Chicago 
for the last four months, claimmg to the 
stockholders that it was eamer for him to 
handle securities there than in Kansas City. 
He also claimed to have the moneys of the in- 
stitution deposited in Chicago and New York 
banks, but neither the clerks here nor the 
stockholders know what banks. 


STEALINGS AMOUNTED TO OVER $75,000. 


Method of the Conspiracy Whereby a Tren- 
ton, N. J., Pottery Was Robbed, 

Trentrox, N. J., Nov. 8—Joseph Mayer, 
proprietor of the Arsenal Pottery, for robbing 
which several arrests were made yesterday in 
Philadelphia, estimates his loss at more than 
$75,000. He says that a conspiracy between 
his invoice clerk, William W. Sweet, and 
crockery dealers in Philadelphia and Trenton 
has been in existence about six years and that 
they divided the profits on wares which he was 
accustomed to forward to them. Sweet would 
ae them on Mayer’s books with only a 
small fraction of the value of the goods shipped. 
Sweet and his wife are held here, and besides 
the crockery dealers yesterday others

“‘ The chemist has made another world. He 
has created chloroform, he has created all 
these forms of intoxicants, which enthral! not 
only the brain of the world of today but of the 
future, 

“It is right for society to regulate these 
things, to control this enormous abuse, but 
the blame must not be too rigidly attached 
to the person who forms the habit of using 
intoxicants until he losea the power of resist- 
ance, but rather to the greater fact that 
hundreds of thousands die drunkards. Physi- 
cians say that drunkenness, at a certain stage, 
becomes a physical disease, and that the 
victim has not the power to cure himself. He 
has contracted a disease, just as you would 
contract the fever. He may contract it un- 
consciously, as you do the fever, but drunfken- 
ness leaves the drunkard absolutely helpless.

The laws of nature are man’s friend. When 
we understand our physical life better we will 
not blame God when we are afflicted by 
diphtheria or scariet-fever, but we will blame 
the builder of our homes, the plumber, the 
‘sewer-builder, and the unwholesome food, and 
not some one away yonder beyond the sky. 
The remedy must be in taking away the cause. 
Insanity is a disease and we treat it as such. 
We send the unfortunate to an asylum to be 
treated. That is a beautiful thought, but we 
have our penitentiary for thieves and crim- 
inals and we send them there to undergo penal 
servitude because they have committed a wrong 
in society. I do not pretend to say every man 
who steals is a victim uf disease, 

* Drunkenness is a disease, resulting from 
the use of alcohol, and it may grow upon the 
victim, but there are men and women who 
are born so strongly honest that you cannot 
make a thief of them. I have known thou- 
sands who have suffered from hunger and who 
have begged, but it never entered their mind 
to steal. 

About Moral Insanity. 

‘* Personally, I believe there is a moral in- 
sanity, just as there is a liquor insanity. You 
may inherit it, and I believe the t#me will 
come when the fact will be recognized. Those 
persons have not aclear inspiration of right 
and wrong, their habits have been formed, and 
they start downward. 

“There will come a change. in our treat- 
ment of them. When wecome to recognize 
moral insanity they will be sent to the pen- 
tentiary not fora term of years, but to be 
cured. There are people who are morally dis- 
eased, practically insane in their selfishness ; 
miserly men, who are starving themselves 
when they have hundreds of thousands; men 
whose love of gain is ruining their health in 
an effort to make money. They have lost 
their balance; they are drunk on this subject. 

“Then the sick, the disappointed—they need 
treatment. They need our patience and we 
must work with them as God worked with 
Israel.”

JOHN BEATTEY 18 BEFUDDLED, 


He Tells Another Story About the Cart- 
wright Tragedy. 

J ohn Beattey is still locked up at the West 
Chicago Avenue Station upon suspicion of 
knowing more than he cares to tell about the 
death of Mrs. Fannie Cartwright. Yester- 
day he was agai put through a vigorous ex- 
amination. He is said to have had another 
and entirely different story as to where he left 
the woman last Tuesday night. 

At first he persistea in the old story about 
leaving her at the corner of Madison and 
Leavitt streets, but when Capt. Kipley and 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Himes had 
pointed out the folly of this statement he 
thought for a few moments, and then g ave an 
entirely different version of his actions. 

* When we left the house on Robey street 
together,”’ he said, “‘we turned the corner and 
went west on Erie street as far as Western 
avenue, where we turned north and——”’ 

**You mean you turned south, don’t you?’ 
inquired Capt. Kipley. 

or a moment Beattey look confused, and 
then acknowledged that he did mean south. 
* Yes,”’ he said, *“‘I went with her one block 
south to QOhivo street, and then went west 
again on Ohio to Rockwell street, where I left 
her and went straight home to my room at 
Chicago and California avenues.”’ 

“This brings the two to within three blocks 
of where the tragedy took place,’’ said Capt. 
Kipley, as Beattey was conducted below, look- 
ing more confused than ever, after his new 
effort. “T think he will tell me the whole 
truth before very long now.”’ 

Shortly after 1 o’clock yesterday Capt. Kip- 
ley drove around to the Cartwfight resideuce 
and found a number of men congregated 
talking about the affair. Learning that most 
of them had been in the party with whom 
Mrs. Cartwright and Beattey drank beer on 
the night of the tragedy, he uested them 
all to accompany him tothe West Chicago 
Avenue Station. They were Herman Pashell, 
alias Humpy Billy, the driver of the soda 
water wagon, in whose company Beattey 
spent all last Tuesday; Michael Fleming, 
James Sweeney, and Edward Armitage. The 
most rigid cross-examination of these men 
failed to develop anything new. They 
acknowlelged that all were, more or less, 
under the influence of liquor. e time at 
which Beattey and the Cartwrifht woman 
ieft the house togethér was definitely fixed at 
a few minutes before 12 o’clock. 

The police yesterday made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the story told them by young 
Harry Burns, in which he implicated a youth 
named Willie Reinholdt, residimg on Law ave- 
nue. His name was not mentioned in the 
papers yesterday. The investigation showed 
that the most Reinholdt had threatened to do 
was to appear in court in Beattey’s behalf to 
aid him in proving an alibi. 


TO ASK THLIR HELP FOR NEEBE, 


Instructions Given the Trades Assembly’s 
Delegate to the State Convention. 

Hoyt Raymond of the Gas Fitters’ Union,

“Bob” Musgrave’s Career. 

If the stories of the stringed skeleton and 
the burned-up cabin told in Terre Haute be 
true Benjamin Robert Musgrave—his right 
cognomen, though he is called by the middle 
name— conceived and carried into effect one 
of the sharpest tricks ever brought to light 
for the defrauding of life insurance 
companies. This ise does not dim the 
luster of those bright schemes that have been 
originated in the past. Far from it, for 
there has been such ingenuity in this particu. 
lar field of labor that no one with an eye to 
‘ saat se sar conscientiously speak 

isparagingly of them. 

7 Bob, Old Boy,” is one of the pet names 
conferred upeun the hero by his friends in 
Terre Haute, much in thesame epirit as his 
intimates conferred upon him the loving term 
of *‘ that blamed fat rascal.”” He had gained 
considerable of a reputation for dishonesty in 
the community, and after he had left suddenly 
there was some talk of his absent-mindedness 
in the way of forgetting his name and actin 
under the influence of a misapprehension. It 
is said he signed other names to certain 

apers, including some deeds and mortgages. 
ote that may be, he drifted away from 
his old associates almost without saying good- 
by. For atime he lived in Kansas City, com- 
ing from that .a3 to Chicago about the be- 
ginning of 1891. 

Musgrave was the Chicago agent for an En- 
lish syndicate, capital £7,700,000, for several 
months, but some way mails were slow and 
sometimes remittances would not come in 
time to pay office rent. Matters went from 
bad to worse until the coat of the Chicago 
agent grew shiny and his trousers showed a 
disposition to baseball curves in the neighbor- 
hood of the knees. 

The theory seeins to be that this was the pe- 
riod when the scheme for depleting insurance 
treasuries came to him. A cousin in Terre 
Haute, one Trout by name, was taken into the 
plan, it is claimed, and arrangements for the 
grand coup were carried forward. An acci- 
dent insurance policy for $5,000 in the United 
States Mutual Accident Association was re- 
newed and four new policies for $5,000 each 
were taken out, two in his mother’s name and 
two in the name of Kate Burton McLaughlin. 

Part Played by the Skeleton, 

One thi was needed to carry out the 

lans—the skeleton of a man five feet eight 
inches high, that might pass for the bones of 
a man of Musgrave’s size. There was none in 
the family cl set that woulda pass muster and 
so for $12Q,one was purchased in St. Louis. 
The story goes that this was carefully loaded 
in a big grip-sack and taken to a station near 
Terre Haute by Musgrave, where ut met 
him and together they journeyed to a deserted 
log cabin three miles from his old home. They 
arrived at the cabin Friday, Aug. 21, and at 
the ‘earnest svlicitation of Trout several of 
Bob Musgrave’s old friends were out to see 
him the Sunday following. That night there 
was a holocaust out in the wild woods 
and next morning there was only a 
moldering heap witha few charred human 
bones in the middle of it. These bones were 
dutifully wept over by Trout asthe remains 
of poor Bob Musgrave, and steps were taken 
at once to collect the insurance money. 

The suspicions of the insurance people were 
aroused, and clever detectives soon had the 
whole story. Meanwhile Musgrave had been 
reading newpaper accounts of himself in a 
quiet room he had rented at No. 4345 Berke- 
ley avenue, Hyde Park, and taking his meals 
in a swell restaurant near by. When the de- 
tectives learned his address two men were de- 
tailed to arrest him, but they got down to his 
room just fifteen minutes after he had gone, 
having been warned by some friend in Terre 
Haute. The pursuit was kept up at the in- 
stance of the insurance cOmpanies, resulting 
in his capture in St. Paul. 

Off for Terre Haute. 

Chief of Police Meagher and Sheriff Stout 
of Terre Haute reached Chicago at 10 o’clock 
last night, called for the prisoner, handcuffed 
him, placed him in a carriage, whirled him 
away to the depotand off to Terre Haute. 
Chief Meagher said: 

**'We believe we have a good case against 
Musgrave. We can prove he set fire to the 
cabin. Trout broke down at the Coroner’s 
inquest and confessed that’ they—he and Mus- 


grave—fired the house. He said that Mus 


grave weakened and that he encouraged him,

which Musgrave secured possession of tne 


‘skeleton, I am sure we can connect him 


with the placing of the skeleton in the cabin. 
He is indicted in our ¢ounty for conspiracy to 
defraud the insurance companies. The charge 
of arson is not so serious under the circum- 
stances. The insurance companies have got 
to stand by us in the prosecution on the 
charge of conapirasy. If they do not—well, 
I'll say nothing more on that score, but they 
are or should be the ones most vitally inter- 
ested in securing his conviction.

Postal Thieves Under Arrest in St. Louis 
Wanted Everywhere Except in Chicago. 
The police of Atlanta, Ga., have made some 

important arrests of membors of a gang of 

postal thieves that for nine years have suc- 
ceeded in eluding the special detectives of the 


United States Postoffice Department. These | ; 


men have relieved the United States mails of 
$100,000. 

At Atlanta the two men who were arrested 
first gave their names as Harry Armstrong 


‘and Charles Hubbard. They were taken to 


St. Louis, where they are wanted on a charge 
of having rifled a mail box in December, 1890. 
There they changed their names to Charles 
Diamond and Charlie Stratton; and a third 
man, named T, M. Bacon, was taken into 
custody. 

The men have extended their depredations 
all over the East, South, and West, and they 
are wanted at Denver, St, Louis, New York, 
Cincinnati, New Orleans, and Pittsburg.

“GOOD OLD TIMES.” 

Some of the oratora at Farmers’ Alliance 
gatherings, conventions of workingmen, and 
other assetnblages of men who toil, are fond 
of telling about the good old times. They 
draw a picture of felicity in past generations 
for the purpose of making their auditors 
fancy they are a much abused set of people. 
They tell of high prices for produce and for 
labor, and in so doing show that eithor they 
do not know what they ate talking about or 
are deliberately misrepresenting facts. They 
do not tell the truth. 

In years previous to 1860 the farmer was 
often glad to take lese than 50 cents per 
bushel for his wheat after having “ toted”’ it 
during two or three days in his wagon. If 
he could get allowed some good corn years 
two cents a pound for his hogs he was a happy 
man. His hired help was content to work for 
less than half the wages paid today, ana both 
toiled from morning to night: unaided by any 
of ths machine appliances which now enable 
a man to ride instead of walking. They paid’ 
twice as much as now for all that was bought 
in the shape of coffee, cotton goods, iron in 
tools, ete., and got along with precious little 
of either. The day-workers im the cities. ac- 
cepted much smaller pay than now, and it did 
not go as far per dollar except in the pur- 
chase of the commonest articles of fvod, 
whilé money was so scarce they often 
had to take their pay in store orders, and if a 
bank bill came intotheir possession they were 
not always sure it was safe to hoard as the 
banks in those days had an unpleasant habit 
of avoiding in every possible way the re- 
demption of their notes. It was no better in 
the factories. An old Massachusetts cotton- 
mill Superintendent is quoted by the Boston 
Commercial Bulletin as saying that within 
his recollection the hours for work were from 
5 a m. to 7 or 7:30 p. m., with thirty minutes 
for breakfast and forty-five fordinner. The 
pay of the ordinary day laborer was 75 cents, 
and spinners on hand mules rarely averaged a 
dollar for fourteen hours of toil. The weav- 
ers had to work three of those long days for 
$2, wowien were employed to a_ great- 
er extent than now, and. child-workers 
were ntiméerous. Now the men earn 
$10 in a week of sixty hours, mule spinners 
average not far from $12, and the women of 
the weaving-room get about $8 per week. The 
wages of carpenters, masons, painters, and 
other out-door workers have doubled within 
the last fifty years, and their hours of labor 
materially lessened. The meat of the work- 
érs was pork, while coffee, tea, milk, and sugar 
were used but sparingly. Calico was the 
ordinary dress for women, even on Suriday. 
The winter garments of the men included 
-neither undershirts nor overcoats. Stoves 
were unkoown in the tenements, carpets were 
beyond the reach of the occupants, and the 
walls destitute of ornament. Cowhide covered 
the feet of the boys in winter, and during the 
other months they went barefoot. At night 
they slept. on straw. This was the life of 
native American men and women who came 
from country towns to work in the factories. 

It is a fraud and a delusion to refer to “‘ the 
good old times” as better than the present. 
The human being who gained his living by 
toil was not then as comfortable as now. He 
had not as good food, clothing, or fuel, not as 


‘much freedom of thought, not so many op- 


portunities for education. The workingman 
of today is vastly more comfortable than 
his predecessor of forty or fifty years 
ago, and he in turn was a king compared with 
the one of acentury or two preceding. The 
worker, whether for himself or others, has 
shared in the immense gains made by the in- 
telligent portion of the race in the recent past. 
He is not to be blamed for wanting to further 
better his condition, but his cause is not 
helped by wholesale misrepresentation of the 
conditions it 1s sought to improve.

WILL THE DEMOCRATS RAISE A SQUARE 
TARIFF ISSUE? 

It is said that Mr. Mills has been so encour- 
aged by the way in which his ultra free trade 
speeches were received in New York, Iowa, 
Ohio, and Massachusetts, during last month’s 
campaign, that he thinks it will be wise for the 
next House to pass a tariff bill which will go 
far beyond the one he drafted in 1888, and 
which will put on the free list at least every- 
thing which is a raw material for the manu- 
facturer—not merely coal, wool, iron ore, 
flax, hemp, and wood, but cotton. and woolen 
yarns, pig iron, leather, etc. 

The beliefs of Mr. Mills being what they 
are, it would be strange were he not to go even 
farther and prepare and put through the House 
a bill taking duties off all competitive prod- 
ucts, whether raw or manufactured, and im- 
posing duties on non-competitive necessaries 
of life like tea, sugar, and coffee, and on 
luxuries like spirits and tobacco. Were he to 
stup short of that he would be false to his con- 
victions. 

In his letter of acceptance of Sept. 8, 1888, 
Mr. Cleveland said: 

1 suppose it is needless to explain that all these 
(tariff] duties are added to the price of the arti- 
cles upon which they aro levied, and thus become 
atax upon all who buy those articles for use and 
consumption. I suppose, too, it is well under- 
stood that the effect of this tariff taxation is not 
limited to the consumers of imported articles, 
but that the duties imposed upon such articles 
permit a corresponding increase in prices to be 
laid upon domestic productions of the same kind, 
which increase, paid by all our people as consum-

But Chief 
Fearn has deemed it advisable to deny the 
story, and he is able to do so with the assur- 
ance that “the staff with which the wooden 
portions of all our structures is covered is the 
identical material used for the buildings of 
the last Paris Exposition,” and furthermore 
that it is the intention to carry insurance ag- 
gregwating $800,000,000 on the buildings and ex- 
hibits, 

The buildings will be fireproof in the strict- 
est sense of the term and those containing the 
more valuable articles will furnish the height 
of security against fire, a great deal more 
than did the structures at the Paris display. 
The buildings will be at least equally as good 
as those and will not be packed so closely to- 
gether, becausé we have more space at our 
disposal. While there will be nothing com- 
bustible so far as the buildings themselves are 
concerned, there is an abundant water supply 
close at hand, The contents of Laxe Michi- 
gan are there ready to be drawn upon in case 
of emergency and could be poured out in suffi- 
cient volume to drown the biggest possible 
conflagration. ‘Then the danger of fire among 
the goods exhibited will be reduced to a mini- 
mum. There will be nofirenear them. The dis- 
play will be made in the summer season, when 
no artificial heat is required by visitors. All 
the f. | needed for power and lighting pur- 
poses will be stored and used at a consider- 
able distance, the power being transmitted 
and the lighting done by incandescent elec- 
tric lamps. In particular the galleries of fine 
arts will be fireproof to the uttermost, being 
constructed with the purpose uf affording ab- 
solute security to exhibits contained therein. 

Exhibiters need have'tio fears on this score, 
and it is probable they ‘will feel none. The 
plain statement of facts made by authority 
ought to be sufficient to expose the absurdity 
of the rumor, and cause it to take rank in the 
popular mind abroad with the other wicked 
stories that have been circulated in the past 
only to be proved dbsolutely devoid of 
foundation.

BANK OFFICERS SPECULATING. 

Now that all the details of the wreck of the 
Maverick Bank in Boston are known, the real 
and only cause of the collapse stands out clear- 
ly. The Boston Journal says: One word 
explains the whole miserable business—specu- 
lation ; speculation in stocks and speculation 
in grain with the funds of the bank—that is, 
the funds deposited by other people—backing 
the various deals of the President, the direct- 
ors, and their friends, who are accountable for 
all that has happened. As the outcome of 
these speculations there is about $2,400,000 
due from the President and the two direct- 
ors, including the losses by the speculations of 
Evans, who cleared himself from any fur- 
ther responsibility—with a pistol the other day. 

The speculations of the Maverick Bank are 
said to have begun with the deal in New York 
and New England by its President and Di- 
rector French, which succeeded, but ite very 
success led the way tu ruin; the bank’s funds 
were utilized to an alarming extent in specu- 
lations of all kinds, incluémg those of Evans. 
Warnings were of no avail. Bank examiners’ 
reports were not heeded. It was known in 
financial circles that the Maverick was a 
speculative bank, though none of the de- 
positors of course knew to what extent 
their deposits were in danger. Only 
the members of the inside ring knew 
that, and they were safe to go on to the inevi- 
table crash, tiding over dangers meanwhile by 
temporary expedients, so long as the reports 
of the examiner were not heeded. Waat will 
strike the average person, unacquainted with 
the modus operandi of banking, with the most 
surprise is the absolute freedom with which 
this bank could back all sorts of irresponsible 
persons in all sorts of wild and reckless specu- 
lation, without security of any kind, 
and with nothing to prevent a specu- 
lator, after he had lost what he borrowed 
for one deal from going to the bank and bor- 
rowing as much more for another. It was a 
paradise for such speculators as enjoyed these 
special privileges, for the depositors did not’ 
know to what extent their money was going 
into outside speculation. The bank officials 
did not care or were in it themselves, and the 
bank assumed all the risks. They enjoyed the 
paradise to the extent of looting the bank in a 
sum six times as big as its capital. It is need- 
less to say that all this was an illegitimate 
way of doing business, and that it could have 
but one end—namely: ruin, sooner or later. 
It is more than illegitimate, it is dishonest. 
How it can be stopped is the question. The 
first step at least should be protection to de- 
positors on the part of high officials when 
they are satisfied a bank is approaching in- 
soPvency. How far the relation of a bank to 
speculators can be regulated by legislation, 
however; is a question, but it 1s a question 
which ought to be considered, If nothing can 
be done, the depositors must take 
chances and keep away from speculative banks 
as much as possible,

Joseph Penaell has been long getting used 
to hostile police suspicions by officials.

A DESPERADO'S TERRIBLE DEATH. 


Paris Brumfield Shot to Death by His Son 
~A Bloody Career. 
Cuarteston, W. Va., Nov. 7.—Paris Brum- 
field, the noted desperado of Liucoln county, 
is dead. He was shot Tuesday, and died yes 
terday at his home on Hart’s Creek. He was 
married young, and by industry and close ap- 
plication to his business, farming and timber- 
ing, accumulated a competence, but did not 
show a belligerant disposition. With inde- 
pendence came too great fondness fur women 
of ill-repute and native mvonshine whisky. 
Libatuons and carousels made inroads 
on his purse, and at the time of his 
death he was by no means in affluent 
circumstancee. From various causes, such as 
encroachment on timber claims, jealousy of 
women and other causes, feuds arose between 
the Brumfields and several families. He killed 
his first man in 1884, and since that time sev- 
eral people have mysteriously disappeared, 
and the Brumfields were accredited with know- 
ing a great deal more of these occurrences 
than they admitted, a remarkable instance of 
this being that after Holly and McCoy had 
been acquitted of shooting some of the Brum- 
fields, they were both caught one night, and 
next morning their dead bodies were found 
riddied with bullets, and no concealment was 
ever made that Paris had been the one who 
ended their wild careers. 
feuds were terrible, accompanied by 
loss of life on both sides, but still Paris had 
neighbors be got along with amicably. He 
always maintained no man could get the drop 
on him. and it is said there are several mounds 
upon which verdure has gathered to prove the 
correctness of the assertion. His name has 
been printed in papers allover the country, 
and there are few in this State who kcep up 
with the record of crime who have not heard 
of Paris and his gun. But somebody did get 
the drop on him, and one of his own flesh and 
blood. Paris was abusive to his patient and 
long-sifffering wife all day Tuesday, In the 
evening he threatened to kill his wife. She left 
the house and went tothe home of her son 
Charles, who lived on the same farm. She asked 
for protection from the wrath of the father, 
and he replied that if a hair of her head was 
touched it would be over his dead body. Ina 
short time the enraged husband and father 
came. He demanded admittance, the door 
being bolted. This was refused. Paris said 
he would comein and kill that woman, and, 
suiting the action to the word, burst thg door 
down and proceeded toward his wife with an 
uplifted club. Charles pulled his pistol and 
fired, several shots taking effect mn his back. 
Paris dropped his club and started to walk 
outside, when the young man fired three more 
shots, each taking effect in his father’s side. 
Paris walked outside and dropped. He re- 
fused to be taken inside and laid there till 
the next morning, when he expired. Charles

DEATH IN A RUSSIAN VILLAGE, 


Horrors of the Famine Described by an 
Orthodox Priest. 

Father Filmanoff, an orthodox Russian 
priest in the Province of Kasan, describes 
thus his visit to tho starving village of 
Naredey : 

“In the first half hour I met sixteen persons 
in the death struggle. An old woman died be- 
fore my eyes. Most of the starving persons 
had not tasted bread for eight days, White- 
faced, blear-eyed, the stricken men stared 
helplessly at me.
